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CHAP. VII. 
Of the Alter. 


OE, as we find recorded in Holy 
Scripture, was the fisſt that builr 
and made uſe of Alrars in the Law 'of 
Mature , Gem. 8, 20. But inthe Law 
of Maeſcr, they had two diſtin& Altars 
within the Temple 4 vis. that of Thyu« 
nains, or Incenſe , on which they burnt 
molt adoriferent perfurnes and Incenſe, 
both marning and evening, in the fight 
of God, 'Exad. 33. The other was the 
Altar of Holocawjtr, whereon they burot 
the Vidims in Sacrifice to God , Exod. 
27, and 28, And upon which, beſides 
other votive offerings , . they dayly fa- 
cried ia Lamb. 
To theſe Altars of the Law of Na- 
ure and of Moſes, hath ſuccceded that of 
the Chriftians , approved by St, Pas), 1 


Core 
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Cor. 9.13 Heb.9.zx3- And which re 
preſents to' us Chriſt 3 and therefore is 
of one, becauſe Chriſt is ſtiled by St. 
Paxl, The corner flone, 1 Cor. 20. This 
Altar is anoynted, to lignify the UnRi- 
on of Divine Grace 3 after the example 
fy who poured oyl on the ſtone 
he had ſlept upon y Gen, 26. 18. and 
did thereby conſecrate it an Altar, 

In like manner, this our Altar is con» 
ſecrated with many ſignificant Ceremo» 
nics. And by that cration , the 
preſence of the Holy Ghoit being invo» 
cated upean the Altar, does by a (c« 
crct and inviſible kind of incubation, dif 
charge it of all corruption it may have 
received from the Prince of the Aire, 
and brings it under the ſhadow of the 
Almighty, and cxalting it to a reve- 
rential ſtate of Holineſs and Divinity, | 
which intermixing with that place or | 
Gone, not by a groſs adherence , but 
by cnergicall communion , induceth a | 
nature and condition apt -t0 quicken 
and afſure Devotion , and Jiſpoleth the- | 
ats there done, to more illuſtii us <t- 
ics of blelhngs and ſuccels. 

Burt the Altar is not only che figure * 
ot Chriſt, but is moxcover the Ryans 
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of every Chriftianz ſeeing St. Paul tells 
the Corinthtans, that they arc the Tem. 

16. and 
St,” Peter calls all Chriftions , the living 
Stones of this Building u Pet; 2. 5, St.

how? The humble Chrijtian® mult fa- 
crihce the proud Son of Adam. The 
mild Son of the ſecond Adew, mult kill 
the angry Son of the firſt Adam: For 
we have two Men in us the Spiritual, 

and the Carnal, according to St. Pawl. 
Moreover, the Altar repreſents to 
us the Table of the Lord , Menſa De- 
mini, Malach, 1. 7. And therefore is 
it ſpead over with a white linnin, as 
+ Table-cloth lay'd, for the Faithful 
to feaſt on the precious Banquet of the 
Sacred Body and Bloud of Chrift. And 
Indeed the Sacriftices of the Old Law 
were like a Feaſt, where God did fa- 
E miliarly 
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milzarly converſe,and as it were cat with 
Man', which was ftgnited-by the fire 
coming down from Heaven and devau- 
ring the Vitiim, Levit. 9.24. There. 
fore did God comthand that Bread. Meat, 
Wine, Oyl, and Salt ſhould be offercd 
to him, which are both the ſubſtance 
and , fawces of a Feaſt. 


CHAP. VIIL 


Of Ceremonies in the Offering of 
| dacrifices. 


EVER was there any Religion 
without Ceremonies. The Heas» 
thens had impious and ſuperſtitious ones. 
The Jews had carnal ones, and thoſe 
both very difficult and in great nuraber; 
witneſs the whole Book of Levigicas, &c. 
Their Libations were offered by an 
effukon of the Liquors. The In- 
molations of the fruits of the Earth ſuf- 
tered fore violent altcration made in 
them : The Bread , fos example, was 
cut” in ſmall moriels, The Cakes were 
fryed or baked in an ovcn, or on 4 


grid- 
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grid-ixon. The Salt was burnt. The 
Incenſe famed away in ſmoak. A hand- 
full of Corn was burnt, and Corn was 
pounded. The Sacrifice of Beafts , was 
perfoxgmed by ſlaughtering , offering , 
and burning them. 

But the Viflim of the Evangelical 
Law, is far from bcing any way bloudyz 
here the ſubſtance of Bread and Wine, 
arc miraculouſly diftroy'd, and the Body 
of Chriſt takes its place. But what is here 
to be admired, is, that the inftrument 
ot this voluntary, innocent, and my- 
ſtical laughter of Chriſt, are the words 
of Conſecration, This 1s my Wodp, &c. 
This is my Blond, &c. Behold the 
ſword that does the work, and inno- 


- cently Nlughters this'pure, and adora- 


ble Vidim, myſtically parting the Body 
from the B'o1d, the Prieſt YVocem adbwm 
bens pro pladio, fayes St. Greg. Nazian. 

Ep. 240. ad Ampbil. s 
Now, though this ation is plain 
enough in it ſclf , yet the Ceremonies 
thit go before it, and which follow 
after it, arc in great number, all tend- 
Ing to piety, and'to the raifing up of 
our affections cowards Heavenly things. 
The Church hath preſcribed them 8 
E 2 the 
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the Celcbration of the Divine Office of

marks of the Religion we profeſs. Next, 
to accommodate her {clt to Mans weak. 
nels, who can hardly be brought to 
the knowledg of internal and ſpiritual 
things, but by the help of external and 
ſenſtble objects. Laſtly, to ſtir up the 
D:votion of the people , who behold, 
ing ia our Ceremonies as in a picture, 
the greateſt myſteries of our Relig'oa 
repreſented to them, take thence oc- 
calion to produce more, perfeft acts of 
Religion, as the Fathers .of the Sacred 
Councel of Trent affirm 3 Ritibus ad re- 
rxm divinarnm que in & Sacrificio oc 
culte ſunt, contemplationem, Fideles ex- 
citantur. Catech, part. 2. de Sacrific. 
um. $1. 

Nothing can be more uſcful to us in 
our Heavenly coyrſe, than to explain 
the :chicf Ceremonies the Church pro- 
poſcth to us in the Maſs. For as they 
that conſider with attention the works 
of Nature, obſerve that in the leaſt crea- 
tures are contained many ſecret won- 
ders, able to raiſe up the mind to the 
confaderation of Gods power: So we 


kay ſay with much more xcalon, that 
in

in the ſpiritual world , which is the 
Church, the l:aſt things are full of wone 
ders, and deſcrve a pions application 
of mind unto them, Thus did Saint 
Paxlin, an illuſtrious Roman Senator, 
think himſcdlf happy in having the ho- 
nour to be employ'd in decking and ad- 
orning the Temples of God. And did 
not our. St, T bomas of Canterbury dys, - 
tor maintaining only certain/Priviledges 
of the.Church 7 Nay, how many,have 
ſufſered Martyrdom, for aſſerting, the 
lawtulneſs of Pires in our Churches, 
which arc in the laſt rank of holy things, 
If then ſuch fmall things becaine greas 
in the Church , what ſhall - we ſay of 
the Maſ7, which is the moſk Sacred 
thing in the. whole Church 7 This.ſtu, 
pendious Myſtery hcigtitning the worth 
of all that belongs to.it. _ 
Now, the Jewiſh Ceremonies and 
ours , 25 St. Auftin well obſerves, dif- 
fer in this point, that God dealt with 


\ them like grols ſlaves. Fos as a Ma» 


ſter makes his Servant do what he 
pleaſes, without giving. him accompt 
wherefore he commands it : ſo likewile 
God made them obſerve theſe Ceremoe 
nics and Myſterious ſigns, without 

E 3 ever 
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ever acquainting them with what they 
meant : Whercas Chrift dealing witch 
Chriſtians, as a Father with his Chil 
dren, or a Friend with a Friend, dif 
clofeth to them the ſecret of theſe $a- 
cred figns, and lets them underſtand 
what they do: I will call you no more 
”y Servants, but my Friends; becanſe 
tbe Servant knows not the defigns of bis 
Maſter, Jobn 15. 15. 

So that if we compare the ſhaddows 
of the truths, we may with St. Denis 
diſtinguiſh three different ſtates. That 
of Jadaiſme : That of the Church and 
that of Heaven. 'The Yews had only 
Veils , Figures, and ſhaddows of the 
trath , which Tertalian calls, Oblatio- 
num negotioſes ſcrrpuleſitater, Lib. 2. 
conty. ,c. 8, In the Church there 
are ſhaddows, and Ceremonies ftill 
but fuch arc underſtood by us 3 which 
advantage they wanted. Bat in Heaven 
all figns and types will vaniſh, for we 
ſhall be fed with real truths. We 
ought not therefore, like Jews, to con- 
ſider onr Ceremonies as meer orna- 
ments, but as objeAts which by their 
viſible and dnmb language, unveil many 
ſpiritual truths to the Faithfull, A

AVING alfeady acquainted you 
with outward Ceremonies, uſed 
in offering this Sacrifice of the Law of 
Grace; it remains to conlider the in- 
ward diſpoſitions , which are to ac- 
company our outward behaviour. 

As then there were three ſorts of 
perſons that aſſiſted at the Sacrifice of 
the Croſs; viz. the Juſt , the Penitent, 
and wicked fnners. So likewiſe are 
there three ſorts of Chriſtians, that 
dayly affit at the Sacrifice of the Al- 
: tar. And as of thoſe that were pre- 
4 ſent at the Sacrifice of the Croſs, two | 

ſorts only afhiſted with fruit and benefit; ' 

in like manner, two only forts of Chri- 
ftians reap a benefit, in affiſting at the 
- moſt holy Sacritice of the Maſ7. 
Now, that the Juſt may worthily 
alſiſt thereat, they ought to come _=_ 
uc 
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ſach diſpoſitions of mind, as were thof© 
of our Bleſſed Lady, wf St. Fobn the E- 
vangelift, of St. Mary Magdalen , and 
others, that affifted at the Croſs, white 
our Saviour hung nailed, and died up- 
on it, We muſt therefore imitate thofe 
holy perſons that ſtood at the foot of 
the Croſ7; thoſe good Sonles, and cf- 
pecially the Bleſſed Virgin , being m- 
ſtructed in the Myſtery and necethe 
of oar Redemption by the Paffion and 
Death of Chrift, adored God in this his 
_ defign of giving ' up his Son to 

ath. So that by a lively Faith joyn- 
ing thcir intention with Chbrift himtelf, 
(yct compatſionating his dreadful fuf. 
ferings ) they ſtood offering him up to 
God the Father, all the time that he 
was offering up himſelf in Holocawft to 
his Divine Majeſty ; for the expiation 
of the fins of Man, 
| And that not only the innocent'and 
juft Souls , but even ſinners alfo; $ mean 
fuch as have'a true defire to reform | 
their lives, and return to God ( and * 
not the obdurat and wicked finners)- 
may partake of the Holy Sacrihce, and 
allhſt worthily at the ſame 3 they miſt * 
follow: the example of the good: Fhief, 
| who 
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who notwithſtanding he had commit. 
ted all forts of crimes, did, by a ſudden 
change from the hand of God, and by 
an extraordinary mercy , feel at his 
death the powerfull effect of the Bloud 
of Chriſt dying, upon the Croſz. 

This fiancr gave pregnant teſtimonies 
of the profound humility of his heart, 
and of the modelly of a true Pcnitent, 
whea he turucd. to our Saviour and 
faid : Remember me, O Lord, when thu 
gomeſt into thy Kingdom , Lnc. 23. 42. 

| He did not ſay,Lord, receive me into thy 

ingdom ; far bclng a ſinner, he knew 
hiumfclt unworthy ky {o great a blethng 
but only begs to be then remembred by 
him. As it he had ſaid; Lord, thee 
cels of my crimes, is the cauſe of my 
demecriting to be admitted in the num- 
ber of they Scrvants, much L415 of thy | 
Children.

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By 'this' Goat, the Church hath ever 
underſtood our Saviour Chrift, who 
taking upon, himſdlt che fins of all Man- 
kind , was turned out of Yeruſolem, 
crucihed in the deſert place of Mount 
Calvary by the. Fews, herein 4 bar« 
barous as wilde Beaſts. So here the 
Bread an4 Wine, over which the Prieſt 
ſpreads his hands, are the Vidims upon 
which he laycs as it were both his own 
and che {ins of the People, that it may 
be deſtxoy'd in Sacrifice, in licu of them- 
ſelves. Thereby to acknowledge our 
ſelves worthy of death; Death being 
the puniſhment wherewith God threat» 
ned Adam in caſe he ſinned, — 
Nay , even the Egyptians in 
by the light of Nature only , were of 
the ſame mind, when they ſtampt up- 
oa their Vitiim the picture of a Slave 
ſlabbing himſelf, as we imprint on the 
Hoſt Chrift erucitied. Apud Agyptios 
Villims inmrebatur figilo quodam, in qua 
efigies erat Servi ſeipfum gladio confodi- 
ent. Plat. in Thod. & Off. To inform 
all the World that God ſparing Man, 
gave him leave to ſacrihce other Crea-

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With this Ceremony of holding his 
hatid over the Oblations, the Prich 
joyns words to. the ſame + wat be. 
ſeeching God to be appeaſed by this 
Oblation of our bondage, as he calls 
it, To fignity, that by our fins we 
become ſlaves of the Divel, as the F+ 
gyptians repreſented it by their figure 
of a ſlave. He begs of him likewiſe 
to grant us peace, wars and troubles 
being uſually the efſes of fin: and to 
free us from damnation , of which fin 
is the only cauſc.

ſurreQion , as the firſt effuſion of his 
Glory , and the greateſt reward of all 
his labours, Gying thrice; Pax wobir, 
Joon.

At laſt, the Pricſt ſuppoling that 
God will not deny us, what we have 
begg'd of him, in the Perſon, in thi 
Name, and even in the very words of 
his Son, he divides the Sacred Hoſt into 
three parts, ſaying at the ſame time:

Now, the Colle& and Prayer in the 
Moſs called the Poft-Communion, an- 
fwers to that Thankſgiving of the Jews, 
And though our Poft.Communion ſcems 
very ſhort in reſpe& of the Jewiſh'Can- 
ticle, yet we muſt conſider , that our 
Even-Song or Vefpers, is- but an ex- 
tention of the Poſt-Communion. And 
therefore on Efter eve}, inflead of the 


Poſt 
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Poft-Communion , immediately after the * 
Communion in the Maſr, Ite Miſſo oft, 
is ſaid after Even-Song. 

By what hath been faid, we may 
learn how to hear Even-Song with the 
ſame intention the Chureb had in or- 
daining it. That is, to mind and praiſe 
God , for the grace and Bleſſings we 
have received in the Sacramental or Spi- 
ritual Communion, And it we reflet- 
on the ſubſtance of the Pſalms (aid on 
Sunday at Even. Song, we ſhall tmd, that 
they all relate to the Communion of the 
ſame day,

Dominus , &e. is all in praife of the

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exitx Iſrael, we praiſe Gods Bounty, 
for our delivery from fin, by this Sa- 
crifice of our Religion. The Canticle 
Magnificat ſpoken by the Bleſſed Virgin, 
is a precedent for us to imitate, when 
we-have reccived her Bleſſed Son-in the 
Sacred Communion.
